The sis- 
ters, who are 8 and 10 years of age, arrived in the United 
States in February of this year from the Ukraine after 
being adopted by a local family who happen to be mem- 
bers of the Rochester church. On Saturday the girls went 
Christmas Shopping for the first time as they participated 
in the Children's Corner where church members helped 
young folks shop for gifts for family and friends in an 
environment that was both kid-friendly and priced with 
little ones in mind. 

After noticing the shoeboxes the girls told their 
mother that they had received shoeboxes of their own 
when they were in the Ukraine. Tiana said, 'T almost fell 
over when my name was called to get a box. I couldn't be- 
lieve it!" It was the first time that the girls had ever been 
given a Christmas gift. Celebrating their first Christmas 
with their new family has been not only a time joy for the 
sisters, but also a time of transition. They are still getting 
used to the idea that they will have a Christmas Tree of 
their own and that they will be receiving and giving gifts 
this year. Each day brings a new experience for the girls. 

The church's Pastor, Reverend Leo Christian, said 
that the church expects to collect several hundred boxes 
now through November 19. At that time he and several 
volunteers will transport the gifts to the North Carolina 
distribution centers. 

"Some of the stories connected to the boxes are 
truly miracles," Reverend Christian said as he recounted 
several stories. Once a box was tracked to see what 
became of it. The box — which contained, among other 
items, several pairs of white socks — found its way to a 
young boy in Mexico. When given the box the boy was 
asked if he wanted so many pairs of socks or if he wished 
to trade the socks for another gift. With tears in his eyes

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play, they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

tributions to the musical universe we cherish today. 

Listeners will be able to discern that French love 
of classicism, the kind of order and harmony so evident 
in their drama, for example, and then see how it began to 
shade into impressionistic music that truly does tame the 
savage breast. 

In February, the Chamber Music Society offers an 
international program with Russian-born Dmitri Shosta- 
kovich's Siring Quartet in C major, Englishman Gerald 
Finzi's lovely Interlude for oboe and strings, and Argentin- 
ean composer A. E. Ginastera's colorful Impresiones de la 
Puna. 

While concertgoers are generally familiar with 
Shostakovich, the program will also give audiences the 
chance to hear Finzi's haunting quartet and the peculiarly 
native melodies of Ginastera, whose work, writes one 
music historian, combines "exhilarating rhythmic energy, 
captivating lyricism and hallucinatory atmosphere.'' 

In March the South Coast Chamber Music Society 
literally pulls out all the stops. In concerts that feature 
organ, harpsichord, and voice, in addition to flute, oboe, 
viola and cello, the power of chamber music to move 
audiences deeply will be amply demonstrated. 

The concert offers selections by Ludwig Krebs, 
Gabriel Faure, and Rudolf Escher. Krebs, who was taught 
by Johann Sebastian Bach, devoted his life to the organ 
and achieved a reputation second only to his master's. In 
his Fantasie, Krebs showcases what some have called his 
impressive "dramatic power," and will make devotees of 
the organ and of J.S. Bach's music deeply satisfied. 

Then, too, the concert offers a Trio Sonata by 
Mozart and Le Tombeau de Ravel by Rudolf Escher. 
Although much of Escher's work was destroyed during 
wartime bombing in Rotterdam, thankfully his transcrip- 
tion for orchestra of six epigraphs by Debussy survives.

Another veritable "voice of the people" has been 
forever silenced with the passing of former Mat- 
tapoisett Selectman Daniel O. Mahoney. I had the 
singular honor of getting to know this distinguished 
and respected town official during my initial intro- 
duction to Mattapoisett in the early '90s as a fledgling 
reporter. 

At our first meeting I remember being struck by 
his deep, resonating and unique voice — a boom- 
ing baritone that immediately commanded your 
attention. It was no surprise that I later learned Mr. 
Mahoney had a distinguished career as an attorney 
with a Boston law firm. I could easily imagine that 
voice echoing within the confines of a courtroom, 
delivering a charge to the jury or questioning a wit- 
ness on the details of a long-ago series of events. 

Interestingly enough, not long after our first 
meeting as I was engrossed in directing and editing 
a video documentary on the infamous Lizzie Bor- 
den murder case titled Lizzie Borden: A Century of 
Fascination, I was looking for someone to do a bit 
part voiceover as District Attorney Rosea M. Knowl- 
ton, the prosecuting attorney who brought the case 
for the Commonwealth against Miss Borden and 
questioned her during her headline-grabbing New 
Bedford trial. 

While listening to Dan speak during a Matta- 
poisett Selectmen's meeting, I knew he would be 
perfect for the role, and after sheepishly approach- 
ing him about my pet project I was thrilled when 
he graciously agreed to put up with my amateur 
directing skills over a cup of coffee at his house one 
morning. 

I couldn't have been happier with the results and 
I don't think a trained actor could have better cap- 
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tured the inherent sense of legal authority that Dan 
brought to the voice of Attorney Knowlton. I also 
think he somewhat relished playing the role of this 
local legal legend as he would often chat with me 
about the details of the still unsolved crime during 
our subsequent encounters. 

Watching him firsthand for the bulk of his two 
terms in office as a Selectman alongside the late John 
''Jack" DeCosta and Paul Lambalot, it was clear to 
me that Dan Mahoney was a dedicated public servant 
who — like his fellow board members — clearly 
loved his town. And while some seemed eager to butt 
heads with him, he remained true to his convictions 
and was always willing to give the opposing point 
of view its day in court ... even though the ultimate 
verdict might not be the most popular choice. 

Whether you agreed or disagreed with Mr. Ma- 
honey, there's no denying his impact on the Town 
of Mattapoisett. In the days before part-time elected 
officials sought the opinion of Town Counsel before 
taking a stance on any potentially controversial is- 
sue, it was refreshing to have someone with Mr. 
Mahoney 's vast legal experience and expertise on 
board to provide sound and reliable advice. 

I was saddened to hear about Dan's failing health 
in recent years — especially after learning about his 
battle with Alzheimer's disease. While it is difficult 
for anyone to cope with such an ailment, it always 
seems particularly painful and cruel when someone 
with such a vibrant and alert legal mind falls victim 
to this debilitating disease. 

My thoughts and prayers go out to all of Mr. 
Mahoney 's surviving family members, friends and 
constituents ... with a personal word of thanks for 
allowing him to share his unique voice with me.

Lions for Lambs, Starring Robert Redf ord, Meryl Streep and 
Tom Cruise. Directed by Robert Redford. Running time: 88 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Is there a point to political films any more? Lions for Lambs, the 
latest Hollywood broadside against ''the war on terror/' made me 
wonder. What exactly does a movie like this hope to accomplish? 
Inspiring hundreds of thousands of people to take to the streets in 
protest? Sorry, that happened; it changed nothing. Inspiring scores 
of people to write letters to their congresspeople? What does Robert 
Redford, both as the director of Lions for Lambs and in character as 
a disappointed professor passing judgment on us apathetic masses, 
expect us to do about this massive death machine when those who 
set it in motion aren't listening? 

Working from a speechifying script by Matthew Michael Car- 
nahan, Redford breaks his lecture up into tfiree segments. Redford's 
professor calls a smart but underachieving student (Andrew Garfield) 
into his office, regaling him with the story of two former students (Derek 
Luke and Michael Pena) turned soldiers, who are now in Afghanistan 
to implement a new military strategy hyped by a slick Republican 
senator (Tom Cruise), who calls veteran journalist Meryl Streep into 
his office to hype the game plan and charismatically intimidate her 
into running it as a Good News on the War Front story. Fortunately, 
Redford's got ace editor Joe Hutshing (who's done fine work for Oliver 
Stone and Cameron Crowe) to stitch all this into a smoothly flowing 
narrative, even if it ends up flowing like water down a drain. 

One can easily picture Lions for Lambs adapted for the stage, 
including the Afghanistan combat scenes, which, like the rest of the 
film, were shot in California. All you see of the country is snowy rubble 
at night; all you see of the Taliban fighters is shadows. This film, 85 
percent of which consists of conversations in offices, cost $35 million, 
most of which, I assume, went to the three high-wattage leads; you or 
I could shoot roughly the same film with good local-theatre players 
for LI Mariachi money. $35 million could buy some repairs in Iraq, or 
some better supplies for our troops. But I digress. 

Tom Cruise, the reviled couch-hopper himself, comes through. We 
forget at our peril that he can tweak his win- win- win persona to paint 



dreadful portraits of cancerous masculinity; see his vile grandstand- 
ing in Magnolia. He plays his war-mongerin^ senator without a wink, 
never tipping his hand. If the senator doesn t believe passionately in 
what he's telling the reporter, he sure knows how to sell it well, which 
amounts to the same thing in politics. Given the freedom of playing 
this liberal movie's boogeyman. Cruise (who tends not to advertise 
his political affiliations but has contributed to Democratic campaigns) 
ends up being more interesting than anyone else on the screen. Sadly, 
the soldiers are just there as chess pieces to make the film's point that 
our government is a bunch of lambs sacrificing lions. 

Lions for Lambs is the cinematic equivalent of the angry pamphlets 
of yesteryear — from a time when, as Redford would have it, there 
was a better class of youngster. (Cue Dana Carvey: "In my day...") 
The real war in this movie is between the grizzled, committed Baby 
Boomers — Redford, Streep — and smug, unserious Generation Y, 
as personified by a carefree little frat boy. Not much of a fair fight. 
Redford forgets, of course, that it was largely Boomer politicians 
who voted us into this mess, on both sides of the aisle. Boomers are 
running out of Greatest Generation folks to rebel against, so now 
they're picking on the generations after theirs. As a nlm, it's scaled 
like a short, scrappy indie (it's in and out in 88 minutes) but plays the 
same bloated Hollywood strings — the reporter's crisis of conscience, 
the soldiers bravefy, painfully climbing to their feet to meet their fate 
like lions. Redford might like to see himself as a lion of cinema, but 
his movie (a non-starter at the box office — so much for star power) 
bleats like a lamb — sullenly, ineffectually, pointlessly.
